ELSINORE and FIDELITY consistently produce 
terminal buds and flowers until frozen while all 
others classed VLa. bloom almost as long—to the 
end of October here, having begun in late July. 


After long trial and observation, we are happy 
to be able to add three new ones to increase the 
range of form and color in this type.
